12—Baserunners interfering with 


a baseman receiving a thrown or 
batted ball shall be called out im- 
mediately by the umpire with or 
without complaint of the fielder. 


13—A collection shall be taken 


not later than the fifth inning of 
any game, the same to be turned 
over to the league treasurer who 
shall be responsible for its 
dis- 


posal or safekeeping. 


14—No bunting is permitted. 
15—In delivering the ball to the 


batter, the pitcher must have both 
feet on the rubber when starting 
his motion. He is not permitted 
to run forward after he lets go of 
the ball, tneneom mustrbff perfect- 
ly parallel with the body.

FAT AIMS IN 


STATE LOWER 


While Ohio Industry reported 92 


fatalities in March, one less than 
in March of 1930, non-fatal acci- 
dents totalled 13,248,,which Is 3,- 
957 less than in the corresponding 
month of last year and the severity 
was also reduced, a time loss of 
724,814 days being 110,483 days 
less than in'March, 1930. 


During the firsf quarter of 1931, 


the statistics compiled by the Di- 
vision of Safety "and Hygiene of 
the Industrial Commission show 
that there were 317 fatal and 39,- 
402 non-fatal accidents with a time 
loss of 2,488,568 days. In the cor- 
responding period of 1930, the rec- 
ord was 301 fatal and 52,422 non- 
fatal accidents, with a time loss of 
2,667,680 days, a reduction in se- 
verity of 173,112 days despite an 
increase of 17 in the fatalities. 


Pickaway county's industrial ac- 


cident 'record for March was 16 
accidents, of which none were fa- 
tal, none caused permanent par- 
tial disability, 
eight caused over 


seven days lost time, two, seven 
days or less and six,~medicaT cases 
causing no time loss. The time lost 
by reason of all accidents in March 
was 325 days. In March 1930, this 
county had 14 accidents, with IJQ 
fatalities and a time loss of 439 
days. 


"A study^of tne record for tha 


first three months of 1931 in com- 
parison with that of the same per- 
iod m 1930," said Supt. Thos. P. 
KeaTns of the Division of Safety 
and Tlygiene, "shows a marked 
similarity in accident variation. In 
each "5f the two years, January 
had the greater number of acci- 
dents^ fatalities and time loss. In 
February of each year there was 
a marKSa reduction In both,' fre- 
quency and severity and in March 
of each year came a slight, but 
consistent increase in fatal and 
non-fatal accidents and time loss. 
While this condition may be par- 
tially due to seasonal variations :n 
employment it arouses the interest 
of safety advocates in attempting 
to figure out just what other in- 
fluences may have contributed to 
such a. similarity in tne records fir 
the two years. Just how far cli- 
matic conditions and ttheir effects 
upon industrial workers go toward 
bringing about these fluctuations 
is a matter for closer analysis and 
research will some day Tiring tbe 
solution."
